The Holy Trinity 

May 18, 2008 



"The Holy Trinity" 

The Trinity is one of the great mysteries of our faith. It has 
been controversial since the early days of the Church, and it 
continues to be a stumbling block to some today. The Trinity is 
something many of us have learned to accept on faith, believing 
that the nature of God is reflected in Jesus' command to 
"baptize ... in the Name of the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Spirit" - one God in three Persons. 

But how can One God be Three Persons? We learn from the Word 
that God is Father, Creator. We also learn that J esus, the Son, is 
God, and He has redeemed us from sin through His suffering and 
Death. And the Holy Spirit, the third Person of the Trinity, who 
"spoke by the prophets," is the promised Comforter. Thus, we 
learn that each of these "Persons" is God and that each was 
there from the first. And together, somehow, they are One God. 
A great mystery. 

In today's reading from Genesis, we are reminded of another 
great mystery: "So God created man in his own image, in the 
image of God he created him; male and female he created 
them." Somehow, we are made in His image! Saints and sinners, 
rich and poor, tall and short, we are all made in His image! 

So, today we ponder two mysteries, the nature of God and the 
nature of man. And J esus reminds us, as he did Thomas, "Blessed 
are they that have not seen, and yet have believed." One day, 
these mysteries will be revealed to us; until then, we live in 
faith. -Miles Olson
